This  pro¬ 
ject  is  too  big  for  the  Admissions  Office 
to  handle  alone.  Plus,  an  alumnus'  per¬ 
sonal  touch  makes  a  difference  to  appli¬ 
cants.  Please  call  Lou  at  (21 9)  866-61 70 
and  volunteer  for  what  will  take  no  more 
than  an  hour  or  two  in  your  home. 

The  1990  college  graduate  will  face 
1 3  percent  fewer  job  opportunities  than 
a  year  ago.  For  Pumas,  the  problem  is 
compounded  by  relatively  poor  expo¬ 
sure.  We  need  to  have  more  employers 
recruit  on  campus,  more  awareness  of 
internships  and  more  going  to  bat,  ob¬ 
taining  summer  job  opportunities  for 
SJC  students.  Please  promote  Saint 
Joseph’s  to  your  company’s  college  re¬ 
cruiting  staff.  In  addition,  call  Marcia 
Runyan,  director  of  career  planning  and 
placement,  (219)  866-6355,  with  the 
names  of  individuals  responsible  for 
recruiting  and  hiring  at  your  company. 

Alumni  involvement  with  both  recruit¬ 
ment  and  careers  is  crucial  to  SJC's  fu¬ 
ture  and  it  is  a  way  in  which  you  can  make 
a  significant  contribution  to  the  College. 
I  hope  you  will  join  in  this  effort.

Professor  Marini  dies  of  cancer 


Former  professor  of  finance  Ralph  A. 
Marini  died  Feb.  19  in  Milwaukee,  Wise., 
after  a  long  bout  with  cancer. 

Marini  was  a  member  of  Saint  Joseph's 
faculty  from  1 960  to  1 988.  For  a  majority  of 
those  years,  he  also  served  as  special  as¬ 
sistant  to  the  vice  president  for  business  af¬ 
fairs,  handling  student  accounts  as  the  self- 
proclaimed  "college  bill  collector".  He  worked 
more  than  1 2  years  on  the  board  of  directors 
of  the  SJC  Federal  Credit  Union. 

"Ralph  Marini  contributed  a  great  deal  to 
both  the  Finance  Department  and  the  Core 
Curriculum  of  Saint  Joseph's  College  during 
the  almost  30  years  that  he  was  on  this 
faculty,"  said  John  Nichols,  vice  presidentfor 
academic  affairs.  "He  was  a  member  of  the 
original  committee  which  designed  Core, 
and  he  never  stopped  being  one  of  its  most 
ardent  supporters.  Finance  majors  are 
among  some  of  our  most  loyal  graduates, 
and  all  of  them  counted  Ralph  as  one  of 
their  best  friends. 

"His  dedication  to  students  and  his  own 
inimitable  brand  of  wit  with  his  fellow  pro¬ 
fessors  and  staff  will  be  -  already  are!  -- 
sorely  missed  on  campus,"  Nichols  added. 

Marini  left  Saint  Joseph’s  in  December 
1988,  because  of  cancer.  He  resided  near 
family  members  in  Milwaukee  until  Novem¬ 
ber,  then  moved  to  a  nursing  home.  In  a  spe¬ 
cial  ceremony  at  the  nursing  home  on  Dec. 
19,  Marini  received  an  honorary  doctor  of 
laws  degree  from  Saint  Joseph's  College. 
President  Charles  Banet,  C.PP.S.,  presented 
the  degree.  Other  SJC  personnel  attending 
included  John  Nichols,  professors  Michael 
Davis  and  David  Osterfeld  and  Vice  Presi¬ 
dent  for  Business  Affairs  James  Thatcher. 
Marini  was  “very  pleased”  to  receive  the  de¬ 
gree,  Fr.  Banet  reported  later  to  the  faculty.

aged  to  build  the  fnance  major  into  one  of 
the  strongest  at  the  College,"  the  citation 
read  in  part.  “Ralph  was  elected  Professor  of 
the  Year  by  the  student  body  in  1966.  In 
1972  he  was  honored  as  an  Outstanding 
Educator  of  America.  And,  according  to  the 
Development  Office,  Saint  Joe  alumni  ask 
about  ‘RAM’fivestimes  more  frequently  than 
any  other  professor. 

“His  gruff,  crusty  demeanor  was  a  trans¬ 
parent  mask  that  never  fully  succeeded  in 
hiding  his  heart  of  gold  and  his  deep  concern 
for  others,  especially  his  students.  For  many 
years,  his  home  was  quite  literally  their  home. 
Ralph  relished  the  happiness  of  others  and 
took  great  joy  in  making  people  laugh,  his 
efforts  running  the  gamut  from  bawdy  stories 
to  rubber  snakes. . . 

"None  of  us  who  know  Ralph  can  forget 
the  truly  stoic  courage  he  exhibited  during  his 
last  months  at  Saint  Joseph's.  He  retained 
his  cheerful  outlook  on  life  and,  never  pub¬ 
licly  mentioning  his  own  condition,  continued 
to  display  genuine  concern  for  the  well  being 
of  his  friends  and  colleagues,  whose  prob¬ 
lems  paled  by  comparison."

Parents  Association  gift 
of  patron  saint's  statue 
reaches  design  stage 

Saint  Joseph’s  role  as  educator  to  the 
youthful  Jesus  is  illustrated  in  astatue  design 
currently  being  developed  for  the  College. 
The  Parents  Association  and  project  director 
Fr.  Paul  White  have  raised  approximately 
$30,000  toward  the  $55,000  costs. 

The  design  calls  for  eight  foot  high  figures 
of  St.  Joseph  and  Christ,  who  is  depicted  as 
a  young  man.  They  stand  side  by  side,  and 
Joseph’s  arm  rests  on  his  foster  son’s  shoul¬ 
ders.  College  officials  favored  the  design, 
believing  it  “would  enable  the  young  people 
attending  Saint  Joseph’s  better  to  identify” 
with  the  saint,  Fr.  White  said. 

The  white  Italian  marble  figures  would 
stand  on  a  three  foot  base.  A  location  for 
the  statue  is  to  be  decided. 

Daprato  Rigali  of  Park  Ridge,  III.,  was 
commissioned  to  draw  design  sketches  in 
summer  1989,  and  the  Parents  Association 
selected  the  design  over  Parents  Weekend 
last  September.  Rigali  was  responsible  for 
redecorating  the  College  Chapel  in  the  late 
1970s.  John,  Bob  and  Mary  Rigali  are  all 
alumni. 

The  sketch  has  been  sent  to  an  Italian

sculptor,  who  is  developing  a  model  for  ap¬ 
proval.  If  the  model  is  approved,  sculpting 
will  begin  and  the  statue  will  be  delivered  in 
late  1990.  Dedication  is  planned  for  March 
1 9, 1 991 ,  the  feast  of  St.  Joseph  during 
the  College’s  centenary  year. 

Two  years  ago,  the  Parents  Asso¬ 
ciation  began  to  raise  funds  for  a 
statue  even  before  cost  estimates 
were  received.  Todate  $30,000  has 
been  raised  with  several  thousands 
more  promised  as  memorials.  For 
a  gift  of  $1 ,000,  donors  can  have 
the  names  of  loved  ones  —  liv¬ 
ing  or  dead  —  inscribed  on  a 
bronze  plaque  in  the  immedi¬ 
ate  environs  of  the  statue.  For 
gifts  of  $5,000,  individual 
plaques  will  be  erected.  Fr.  White 
noted  that  involvement  in  the  statue 
project  "might  be  very  attractive  to 
some  alumni  whose  parents  have 
been  active  in  the  Parents  Asso¬ 
ciation,  since  the  funding  of  the 
statue  is  a  project  of  the  Parents  As¬ 
sociation.”

Indianapolis  business  owner  Gabriel  E. 
Aguirre  stresses  that  he  is  “no  genius”.  Yet,  his 
SaniServ  Corp.,  a  60-year-old  manufacturer 
of  soft  ice  cream  machines,  took  less  than 
three  weeks  to  turn  out  a  prototype  device 
used  in  organ  transplant  operations.  And, 
within  one  year,  SaniServ  sold  more  of  the 
devices  than  the  nearest  competitor  had  in  the 
previous  24  months. 

Aguirre  addressed  three  classes  as  Saint 
Joseph’s  first  Executive  in  Residence  guest 
lecturer  on  Jan.  24.  The  Executive  in  Resi¬ 
dence  Program  gives  SJC  students  insight 
into  the  business  and  professional  world 
through  the  eyes  of  outstanding  leaders. 

National  Minority  Entrepreneur  of  1988, 
Aguirre  says  his  keys  to  success  are: 

‘Knowing  what  the  customer  wants  and  will 
need  for  at  least  five  years; 

*  Investing  enough  money  quickly  into 
product  development,  and 

*  Completing  the  product  on  time. 

SaniServ’s  new  machine  freezes  sterile 

saline  (salt  water  similar  to  body  fluids)  into 
slush.  Surgeons  pack  the  human  chest  cavity 
with  such  slush  during  transplant  surgery  to 
prevent  tissue  death. 

SaniServ  was  not  the  first  to  produce  such 
a  machine,  but  has  patented  parts  of  the 
device  Aguirre  considers  improvements  over 
the  competition.  “We  talked  with  scrub  nurses 
and  asked,  ‘What  don’t  you  like  about  (the 
competition’s)  machine?’  You  listen  to  what  a 
customer  wants,  not  whatengineersthinkthey 
need,”  he  added.  Investing  $500,000,  Sa¬ 
niServ  had  a  prototype  saline  machine  ready 
to  demonstrate  in  two  and  a  half  weeks. 

"Asaprivate  company,  we  can  bring  money 
to  development  quicker  than  larger  corpora-

tions,  that  have  layers  of  bureaucracy” 
through  which  funding  requests  must  pass, 
Aguirre  said.  Large  firms  also  suffer  when  "re¬ 
search  and  development  bogs  down  under 
pride  of  authorship.” 

Aguirre  watched  such  bureaucratic  plod¬ 
ding  during  the  years  General  Foods  Corp. 
owned  SaniServ.  The  Indianapolis  plant 
designed  and  built  a  conveyor  broiler  for  fast 
food  restaurants,  the  type  that  helped  build 
Burger  Kings’  reputation.  General  Foods 
suggested  improvements  but  wouldn’t  com¬ 
mit  capital  to  carry  them  out,  Aguirre  said. 
After  two  years  in  limbo,  the  broiler’s  engi¬ 
neers  "started  leaving  and  took  the  ideas  to  a 
competitor.  General  Foods  never  did  sign  off 
the  project.” 

Aguirre  joined  SaniServ  in  1 955  as  a  refrig¬ 
erator  repairman  and  rose  to  the  executive 
ranks  over  the  next  two  decades.  During  that 
time,  General  Foods  bought  the  independent 
company.  Frustrated  that  General  Foods  had 
set  SaniServ  "on  a  shelf  and  only  dusted  it  off 
occasionally”,  Aguirre  retired  in  1977  and 
bought  the  company. 

It  was  losing  $1  million  a  year  at  the  time. 
Today,  it  grosses  $30  million  a  year  and  holds 
licenses  and  operations  in  the  United  States, 
Italy,  Japan,  China  and  Korea.  Plant  and 
property  holdings  have  expanded  three  times, 
and  the  workforce  has  grown  from  80  to  200 
employees. 

Saint  Joseph’s  students  hoping  to  enter 
business  should  evaluate  a  future  employer, 
not  by  what  the  student  will  get  from  the  job, 
Aguirre  said,  but  by  “what  you  have  to  contrib¬ 
ute”  to  the  firm.  "Employers  look  for  desire  for 
growth. . .  Someday,  someone  has  got  to  buy 
me  out.  I  tell  that  to  all  my  employees.”

Although  he  studied  at  Saint  Joseph’s 
College  for  only  one  year,  Carl  “Bud”  Dietrich 
did  not  forget  to  tip  his  hat  to  a  former  SJC 
professor  when  the  magazine  The  Linking 
Ring  profiled  the  Belleville,  III.,  resident  for  its 
September  1 989  cover  story. 

That  hat  was  possibly  a  silk  top  hat  with  a 
rabbit  in  it,  for  Linking  Ring  is  the  publication 
of  the  International  Brotherhood  of  Magi¬ 
cians.  In  his  profile  of  Dietrich’s  35-plus  year 
career  as  a  professional  magician,  writer  Jim 
Nagel  mentioned  Dietrich  attending  Saint 
Joseph’s  in  1 942-43,  before  entering  military 
service. 

"To  his  (Dietrich’s)  surprise,  one  of  the 
faculty  members,  Brother  John  Marling,  was 
also  interested  in  magic.  They  spent  many 
late  night  sessions  reading  instructions  of 
tricks  aloud  as  they  practiced  sleights  on 
each  other.” 

Following  his  wartime  duties  as  an  Army 
artillery  instructor  and  infantryman  in  Eu¬

edy  along  with  outstanding  stage  magic,”  ac¬ 
cording  to  Nagel. 

But,  Dietrich’s  big  break  came  in  1962, 
when  he  went  to  work  for  Westinghouse’s 
small  appliance  division  “and  began  to  cre¬ 
ate  the  field  of  industrial  magic,” Nagel  stated. 
"Soon  Westinghouse  alone  was  filling  20 
weeks  of  his  time  a  year,  and  this  led  to 
appearing  at  the  gigantic  houseware  shows 
in  Chicago,  More  important  this  introduced 
Trade  Show  Magic  as  another  aspect  to  the 
arenas  of  conjuring.  The  association  would 
last  until  1974.” 

Deitrich  put  his  magic  to  work  promoting 
such  companies  as  Stancraft  Products, 
makers  of  Hoyle  Playing  Cards,  and  Faberge 
Perfume.  His  work  was  honored  by  the  Saint 
Louis  Convention  Bureau  and  allowed  him  to 
share  the  stage  with  movie  stars  Cary  Grant 
and  Omar  Sharif. 

In  1972,  Dietrich  co-authored  the  Trade 
Show  Handbook,  "the  standard  treatise  in 
the  field”,  according  to  Nagel. 

Audrey  Dietrich,  who  forwarded  the  Link¬ 
ing  Ring  article  to  CONTACT,  noted  in  an 
accompanying  letter:  “Just  about  the  highest 
honor  any  magician  can  receive  is  being  on 
the  cover  of  The  Linking  Ring. 

“Bud  has  always  been  grateful  to  Brother 
John  Marling  for  fanning  that  spark  of  interest 
in  magic,”  she  continued.  "A  teacher  influ¬ 
ences  in  many  ways!”

rope,  Dietrich  had  hoped  to  return  to  college. 
Those  plans  changed,  however,  with  the 
death  of  a  brother  and  "Bud’s  decision  to 
provide  helpfor  his  father’s  business,”  Nagel 
wrote.  "At  about  that  same  time,  Bud  met  a 
talented  and  beautiful  lady  named  Audrey 
Effinger  who  was  attending  Webster  Univer¬ 
sity  in  St.  Louis.  They  were  married  Oct.  4, 
1 947.  They  were  blessed  with  two  children, 
Paul  and  Joan  (who  in  college  tried  to  follow 
father’s  lead  and  did  a  magic  act.” 

For  several  years,  Dietrich  operated  a  golf 
course  spring  through  autumn  and  spent 
winters  presenting  magic  shows  for  clubs, 
churches,  lodges  and  parties  in  Missouri 
and  Illinois.  In  1955,  a  large  Saint  Louis  de¬ 
partment  store  hired  him  to  perform  eight 
magic  shows  a  day  through  the  month  of  De¬ 
cember,  averaging  500  spectators  at  each 
performance.  That  engagement  continued 
for  five  years  and  it  was  at  one  of  these  per¬ 
formances  in  1 956  that  the  young  Jim  Nagel 

first  watched  Bud  Di¬ 
etrich  amaze  an 
audience. 

Dietrich  signed 
with  a  talent  agent, 
who  booked  him  on 
to  the  midwest  Play¬ 
boy  club  circuit.

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Slevin  continues  work 


to  recover 

Patty  Slevin  ’85  could  probably 
sling  righteous  and  deadly  accu¬ 
rate  arrows  at  the  U.S.  public 
education  system.  For  three 
years,  her  job  with  the  70001 
Training  and  Employment  Insti¬ 
tute  has  brought  her  into  daily 
contact  with  young  people  the 
system  has  failed,  1 6-  to  24-year- 
old  high  school  drop-outs. 

“I’m  frustrated.  .  .  I  can  see 
where  the  schools  have  failed. 
But,  they’re  getting  enough  bad 
publicity  already,  “  Slevin  said 
from  her  Washington  D.C.  office. 

Slevin  had  worked  for  Indian¬ 
apolis  Southeast  70001  program 
since  July  1 987,  first  as  a  job  de¬ 
veloper,  then  as  program  coordi¬ 
nator.  Her  move  last  October  to 
70001 ’s  national  office  wasn’t  a 
transfer  or  "promotion”,  she  ex¬ 
plained.  The  national  office  has 
no  authority  over  community  pro¬ 
grams,  but  only  a  consulting  rela¬ 
tionship  with  them.  Started  in  1 969 
under  the  Job  Training  Partner¬ 
ship  Act,  70001  community  pro¬ 
grams  are  funded  by  both  federal 
and  local  efforts. 

In  her  new  job,  Slevin  offers 
project  suggestions  to  programs 
in  Indianapolis;  Defiance  and 
Youngstown,  Ohio;  Ottawa,  III., 
mid-state  Pennsylvania  and  two 
New  Jersey  sites. 

Each  year,  community  pro¬ 
grams  serve  from  50  to  200  par¬ 
ticipants,  called  Associates.  The 
lack  of  a  high  school  diploma  is 
only  one  of  many  obstacles  most 
Associates  face.  According  to 
70001  literature,  one  Associate  in 
seven  is  an  ex-offender;  one  in 
four  has  a  dependent  child;  one  in 
three  receives  public  assistance. 

The  70001  classes  short  term 
goals  are  to  help  Associates  im¬ 
prove  their  job-readiness  skills 
and,  most  importantly,  to  build  self- 
confidence  and  set  goals.  In  “very 
structured  discussions”  Associ¬ 
ates  consider  what  success 
means  to  them  and  what  they 
want  to  get  out  of  life.The  young 
people  work  on  leadership  and 
communication  skills  while  plan-

ning  social  and  community  serv¬ 
ice  activities. 

Staff  members  “find  as  many 
positive  things  as  they  can”  in  the 
Associates’  performance  and 
honor  those  accomplishments 
with  certificates.  Dropouts  who 
felt  alienated  and  second  class  in 
high  school  flourish  under  the 
unexpected  recognition,  Slevin 
said.  “I  was  constantly  amazed 
how  proud  they  were  to  receive 
the  certificates, ”she  said.  "Their 
parents  would  hang  them  up  at 
home  and  tell  me  ‘Joey  never 
won  anything  before.’  “ 

The  program  placed  1,792 
Associates  —  95  percent  of  goal 
—  in  jobs  in  1 989.  Fifty-eight  per¬ 
cent  of  Associates  eligible  com¬ 
pleted  GED  certification. 

Getting  the  GED,  the  equiva- 
lentof  a  high  school  diploma,  is  by 
necessity  along  term  goal”,  Slevin 
noted.  Most  Associates  come  to 
70001  testing  at  only  “about  a 
seventh  grade  level, "and  they 
often  "have  to  work  fulltime”  while 
taking  GED  preparation. 

Why  haven’t  public  schools 
copied  70001 ’s  program  of  job 
training  and  motivation  to  keep 
would-be  dropouts  in  school? 
Slevin  acknowledges  that  this 
would  be  ideal.  "But  the  schools 
can’t  be  parents,  mentors,  every¬ 
thing.  I  don’t  expect  them  to  be,” 
she  said.  Plus,  traditional  class¬ 
room  teaching  methods  often 
“don’t  work”  with  disadvantaged 
at-risk  students,  she  added. 

Instead,  the  federal  govern¬ 
ment  is  paying  70001  to  duplicate 
its  program  in  the  schools.  Last 
August  51  school  districts  in  32 
states  enrolled  at-risk  ninth  grad¬ 
ers  in  70001 ’s  new  program  called 
WAVE.  In  one  semester,  partici¬ 
pants  increased  their  attendance 
and  grade  levels.  Current  partici¬ 
pants  will  continue  with  WAVE  for 
four  years,  through  their  high 
school  senior  year. 

“The  teachers  involved  seemed 
very  excited,”  Slevin  said.  “We 
hope  to  expand  to  100  sites  next 
year.”

As  for  her  own  future,  Slevin 
eventually  would  like  to  pursue 
a  master’s  degree  in  political  sci¬ 
ence.  Her  previous  political 
"dabbling”  included  working  for 
Jesse  Jackson’s  presidential 
campaign  atthe  1 988  Democratic 
National  Convention. 


Slevin  doesn’t  envision  herself 
running  for  office,  but  thinks  she 
could  be  “a  vehicle  for  change”  by 
working  for  an  elected  official.  With 
her  background  in  educational, 
employment  and  social  matters, 
she  can  "see  where  the  changes 
need  to  take  place.”

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Charron  ordained  auxiliary  bishop  in  Minnesota 


In  the  1950s,  when  Fr.  James  Froelich 
served  as  principal  of  Brunnerdale  Prepara¬ 
tory  Seminary,  one  of  his  duties  was  collecting 
and  mailing  letters  for  the  students.  When¬ 
ever  he  was  handed  a  particularly  crumpled 
letter,  he  would  chide  the  young  men:  “If  you 
don’t  learn  to  fold  and  crease  letters  neatly, 
you’ll  never  make  bishop.” 

Last  November,  Fr.  Froelich,  now  an  SJC 
professor,  received  a  call  from  one  of  those 
students.  The  younger  man  announced  that 
he  had  “learned  to  fold  letters  neatly.” 

Joseph  Charron,  C.PP.S,  was  appointed 
Auxiliary  Bishop  of  the  Archdiocese  of  Saint 
Paul  and  Minneapolis  on  Nov.  21, 1989.  He 
was  ordained  to  the  position  Jan.  25,  1990. 
The  50-year-old  native  of  Redfield,  S.  Dak., 
attended  Saint  Joseph's  College  for  his  fresh¬ 
man  and  sophomore  years,  1958-1960. 

A  respected  professor  of  moral  theology, 
Charron  also  claims  experience  in  religious 
leadership  and  administration.  From  1979  to 
1987,  he  was  Director  of  the  Kansas  City 
Province  of  the  Precious  Blood  Order.  Prior  to 
that,  he  served  three  years  as  assistant  gen¬ 
eral  secretary  to  the  National  Conference  of 
Catholic  Bishops  of  the  United  States. 

It  was  as  secretary  that  Charron  met  and 
became  friends  with  the  man  who  is  now  his 
immediate  superior  in  Minnesota,  Archbishop 
John  R.  Roach.  At  the  time,  Roach  was  vice 
president  and  then  president  of  the  National 
Conference. 

In  the  official  statement  of  Charron’s  ap¬ 
pointment,  Archbishop  Roach  said:  “(Char¬ 
ron)  has  a  marvelous  background,  with  a  rich 
pastoral  experience  within  his  own  religious 
community.  He  is  a  well-trained  moral  theolo¬ 
gian  and,  above  all,  a  good  person  and  a  good 
priest.” 

Bishop  Charron  will  oversee  the  pastoral 
life  of  some  75  parishes  and  five  deaneries  in 
the  archdiocese’s  western  district.  In  1984, 
the  archdiocese  was  divided  into  three  dis¬ 
tricts,  with  an  auxiliary  bishop  assigned  as 
vicar  to  each.  In  addition  to  regular  parish 
visitations,  the  auxiliaries’  duties  include  par¬ 
ish  renewal  programs,  retreat  work  and  spiri¬ 
tual  programs  for  adults  and  youth. 

Bishop  Charron  told  the  Catholic  Bulletin,  a 
St.  Paul  weekly  newspaper,  that  one  of  his 
main  concerns  as  auxiliary  bishop  will  be 
"challenging  people  to  adeeperfaith,  adeeper 
life  in  God.” 

Sharing  his  own  faith,  especially  with  young 
people,  has  been  a  major  portion  of  Bishop 
Charron’s  career.  A  professor  at  St.  John 


University  in 
Collegeville 
Minn.,  from 
1971-76  and 
1 987-’89,  he 
taught  courses 
in  fundamental 
theology, 
medical  ethics, 
moral  issues  in 
Christian 
existence  and 
freedom, 
Bishop  J.  Charron  sexuality  and 

marriage  and  lectured  on  prayerand  spirituality. 

“I  think  young  people  have  found  me  willing 
to  listen,  willing  to  take  stands  of  conviction, 
willing  to  help  them  search,”  he  told  Bulletin 
reporter  Bob  Zyskowski.  “The  seminarians 
I’ve  taught  would  characterize  me  as  a  moder¬ 
ate,  I  think,  and  that’s  my  stance  generally.  I’m 
open  to  face  the  ambiguities  that  are  involved 
in  many  issues.  I’m  also  aware  of  the  areas 
that  church  teaching  is  taking  questioning  in.” 

Others  interviewed  for  the  same  Catholic 
Bulletin  issue  confirmed  Bishop  Charron’s  self- 
evaluation.  St.  John’s  Seminary  rector,  Fr. 
Kevin  Seaholtz,  praised  the  new  bishop  as  “an 
excellent  role  model  (for  seminarians)  be¬ 
cause  of  the  balanced  life  he  leads.”  Seaholtz 
called  Charron  a  “prayerful  priest”  who  “ap- 


Bishop  Joseph  Charron  is  the  1 1th  Saint 
Joseph's  College  alumnus  to  be  elevated 
to  the  rank  of  Roman  Catholic  bishop. 

“Most  of  the  previous  men  so  honored 
came  from  the  ranks  of  the  College’s  earlier 
alumni,  before  Saint  Joseph’s  became  a 
four-year  college  in  the  1930s,”  noted  Fr. 
Dominic  Gerlach,  SJC  archivist  and  com¬ 
munity  provincial.  Of  the  3,343  students  who

proached  real-life  situations  with  great  sensi¬ 
tivity  and  compassion.” 

Fellow  members  of  the  Society  of  the  Pre¬ 
cious  Bbod  recalled  Charron  as  a  studious 
man  from  whom  the  Society  "expected  some¬ 
thing  like”  an  episcopal  appointment. 

Fr.  William  Dineen,  a  1962  Saint  Joseph’s 
graduate,  worked  with  Fr.  Charron  when  the 
latter  was  Kansas  City  provincial  director.  He 
sab  the  second  half  of  Fr.  Charron’s  eight- 
year  provincial  term  “involved  difficult  deci¬ 
sions”.  A  minor  seminary  in  Liberty,  Mo.,  was 
closed,  and  many  Precbus  Blood  priests  were 
removed  from  parishes  during  that  time. 
Announcing  those  decisions  was  “very  touchy,” 
according  to  Dineen,  and  arriving  at  the  deci¬ 
sions  “sent  (Fr.  Charron)  to  his  spiritual  direc¬ 
tor  as  well  as  the  board  meeting." 

Fr.  Ralph  Bushell  '44  ,who  also  worked  with 
Fr.  Charron  in  the  Kansas  City  Province,  de¬ 
scribed  the  new  bishop  as  a  man  who  “didn’t 
seem  to  go  to  any  extremes. . .  He  is  always 
willing  to  listen  and  doesn’t  foist  his  views  on 
anyone.” 

Listening  to  the  priests  in  his  new  charge 
and  helping  boost  their  morale  may  be  the 
“best  work”  he  can  perform  in  the  archdio¬ 
cese,  Bishop  Charron  said  in  his  Bulletin  inter¬ 
view.  "  ’Priests  are  looking  for  mutual  support’” 
the  newspaper  quotes  him.  “  ‘I  thinkthat’s  one 
of  the  reasons  I’m  here. . .  Who’s  listening  to 
the  listeners?’”

NCAA  rule  change 
nixes  Alumni  Football 

The  annual  spring  Alumni  Football  Game,  which  pitted  current 
SJC  players  against  graduates,  will  be  discontinued  due  to  new 
college  athletic  regulations.  In  its  January  connvetion,  the  National 
Collegiate  Athletic  Association  voted  to  eliminate  contact  during  post¬ 
season  football  practice  for  all  Div.  I  and  II  schools.  (Saint  Joseph's 
plays  in  Division  II.)  The  Association  also  decreased  the  hours  and 
total  number  of  days  of  post-season  practice. 

Press  box  backed  by  football  alums 

An  article  in  the  Winter  *89  CONTACT,  describing  a  new  football 
field  press  box,  failed  to  emphasize  contributions  to  its  purchase 
made  by  former  football  players.  Head  coach  Bill  Regan  74  said 
football  alumni  were  the  first  potential  donors  approached  in  Summer 
1988  and  have  made  38  pledges  thus  far  toward  the  $60,000  press 
box.  The  Class  of  74  and  Puma  100  Club  joined  the  effort  later. 

"I'd  like  to  think  that  every  football  alum  got  something  out  of  the 
football  program,"  said  Reagan,  himself  a  former  MVP.  "Statistics  tell 
us  former  athletes  tend  to  be  poor  donators  to  their  schools.  I’d  like 
to  see  this  statistic  proved  wrong."  Donations  and  pledges  can  be 
directed  to  Cindy  Foster,  in  care  of  the  SJC  Development  Office.

Fall  Dean's  List 


For  the  second  semester  in  a  row  and  for 
the  first  academic  year  in  Saint  Joseph’s  98 
years,  female  students  outnumber  male 
students  at  the  College.  Of  the  927  total 
students  enrolled  for  Winter  Semester  1 990, 
488  are  women  and  439  are  men.  In  Fall 
semester,  993  students  enrolled,  and  women 
outnumbered  men  525  to  468.

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Yeoman  nears 
2,000  points

Senior  Jeannette  Yeoman  be¬ 
came  the  Lady  Puma’s  all-time 
leading  scorer  in  the  Wisconsin- 
Parkside  game  on  Jan.11.  She 
earned  her  1 ,833rd  point. 

A  5’6"  offguard  fromLafayette, 
Ind.,  Yeoman  beat  Tracy  Payne’s 
1989  record  of  1,808  points.  “I 
didn’t  know  until  I  was  four  points 
away,"  she  said.  "It  makes  me  feel 
pretty  good  ...  successful  as  a 
basketball  player." 

Many  people  have  wondered 
what  would  keep  her  going  now 
that  she  has  broken  the  women’s 
record,  but  Yeoman  had  an  an¬ 
swer.  "Two  thousand  points  is 
the  all-time  school  record,  and 
they  say  I  have  a  chance  at 
beating  it." 

[Editor's  note:  Jim  Thordsen 
set  the  all-college  record  of  2, 1 48 
career  points  in  1975.  As  of 
CONTACT  presstime,  Yeoman 
had  accumulated  1,969  points. 
With  a  20-0  record  in  early  Feb¬ 
ruary  and  eight  games  left,  the 
team  was  ranked  eighth  nation¬ 
ally  in  Divison  II.) 

For  Yeoman,  (the  winning 
streak)  means  a  shot  at  the 
NCAA.  "I’d  really  like  to  play  in 
the  NCAA  tournament;  you  have 
to  do  really  well  to  get  there."
